mere talk and that robbing more harm- 
tuft thau talk would result from the pre£- 
eut agitation of the Cuban question In 
the Seuate." Sir. Cannon eaid that it 
was not his parpost—nor the purpose of 
'.hose who believed with bin:—tc disturb 
In uny way ihe pence aad welfare of tbe 
people of the United States. 


In conclusion Mr. Cannon maiittaine'd 


tbat the prfgeuL policy o( tbe aaminls'r 
trntlon waa tu hold th> Cubans while 
Spain outraged >nd pillaged the l^uorl. 
"1 believe that one eiroog bruve word« 
Fpokeu In tiiiie, will ubeolutely free Cuba 
aud I am flrniiy of the belief that the re- 
sult ot such u word w»uld not te war 
between Spain and the dulled Stales." 


Mr. Bale followed Mr. Cannon wltb a 


motion :o refer the Cannon resolution to/ 
tbe Committee on Foreign Relations and 
wlih a speech deprecatory o( tbe policy 
of Conieressiormj declaration

Cuban question, and In support of tbe 
course of the administration on that 
question. lie said be would not debate 
either the Caanou or the Mason resolu- 
tion at length as they would necessarily 
go to committee where h* bad no doubt 
they would be wtsrly dealth wltb. 


They were, be said, Intended to put! 


cbeadmlnibtratlon in leading string: in! 
Its policy as to Cuba. 
They assumed 


tbat tbe committee could not wait upon 
the executive and were intended to drive 
the adniinistratloB intu a course fraught 
with danger and one which minbt involve 
the country in an armed conflict witb a 
now friendly power. 


Mr. Hale aUo discussed the policy in- 


volved in the amendment to tbe diplo- 
matic appropriation bill which bad been 
offered by Mr. Allen. 
This amendmeut 


provides tor the recognition of Cub^in 
belligerency. 


Mr. Hale deprecated the policy of se- 


curing Legislation in diplomatic matters 
by riders on appropriation bills and sail! 
tbeir only purpose was the coercion of 
tbe House and hoped tbe Senate would 
resist tbe Innovation. 


Taking up the policy of tbeadmlnistrc- 


:ion Mr. Hale said It had been clearlv 
outlined in tbe President's first message. 
L'he statement of policy tben made was, 
le said, moat clear and conclusive. 
Tbe 
'resident had In this document laid down 
the chart of his conduct as to belligei- 
eocy and bad said tbat be would act if 
occasion should demand action on hia 
part. At a matter ol fact, tbe udmlnlf- 
tratlon had acted moat effectively and 
one of Its acts had been In refutation of 
Mr. Cannon'd assertion Ibat tbere were 
many American tiiir.;D9 imprisoned in 
Cuba. 


Since tbe writing of the measage tbe 
President had taken such a course as to 
secure the release of all American.citi- 
zens from Cuban j ills and there was none 
now left in durance In that country. But 
this was only one of tbe many accom- 
plishments of the a.1mluistrallon in this 
Held. 


Tbe President bud made an appeal for 


benefactions and had BI cured the open- 
ing of the doors for tbe introduction of 
the aid our people had so freely sent. 
Furthermore, tbe commanding general 
whose barbaric methods bad rendered 
him unpopular, had been removed at the 
President's Instance. 
Still another re- 


sult wa« the establishment of autonomy, 
which was a charter ot human liberties, 
broader and deeper tban was maintAined 
anywhere on tbe globe In a dependency 
by an Anglo-Saxon government. 
An 


tbla had been donet but tbe result of 
these tflorus was still in the balance. 


Hence in tbe face of these facts in- 


flammatory resolutions were out .'if place. 
Tbe Senate, be said, waa not an Inflam- 
matory body and would not be carried 
ofl its feet. 
Xor did be agree witb Mr. 


Cannon tbat the people at large wanted 
war. If there bad been any such senti- 
ment it would bave found a better outlet 
tban through tbe Senate resolutions. 11 
our people really wanted war to fight 
tbey could have gone to Cuba to do it. 


He asked, and paused for a reply, for 


tbe name of an American clt zen witb an 
English name HBO bsd gone to figbt In 
Cuba. 


Bad tbe Utah Senator In bis maid the 


name of such a person? 
Ot the 250,000 


old soldiers living, none bsd gone across 
the narrow strip of water tbat separated 
Cuba from the United States to fight for 
the freedom of tbat island. It was plain 
to the Maine Senator tbat tbe fight waa 
to be made in the United States Senate 
and tbere only. 
Mr, Hale controverted 


tbe Idea Ibat any man had been cowardly 
In Its dealings wltb tbe Cuban situation, 
tbe results showed the contrary to be 
true. He closed wltb a, motion to refer 
the resolution to the Commifee on Fur- 
elgn Relations which was done without 
division. 


Mr. Mason (III ) was then recognized 


and the expectancy of the crowd was at 
tbe keenest pitch. Mr. Maton bad taken 
occasional notes of Mr. Hale'a speech. 
He stood In front of tbe lirpubllcaa side, 
occasionally stepping into the front area. 
He bjgan to apeak In an easy conversa- 
tional way, but gradually warmed np. 
He had heittated ion?, hn said, LS he 
feared that by some Incautious step he 
oilgbt lijure, rather tban beceflt, tbe 
Cuban cause.

ASSASSINATION OF BAflRIOS. 


Minister From Guatemala Receives 


Official Cable. 


Washington, Feb. 9. Senor I.ixo Ar- 
riga, (he 
Guatemalan minister to (be 


United States, lliii af lernoon received an 
official cablegram from the minister of 
foreign affairs of Guatemala, announc- 
ing tbe assassination of President Bar- 
rios and ihe succession to the presidency 
ot First Vicc-Pretldebt Manne! Estrada 
Cabrera, 


No detail* whatever were given. 
The despatch came from Guatemala 


City, the capital where President Bar- 
rios bad lived. It added that entire calm 
prevailed. Thia assurance, coupled with 
tbe immediate succession of the tirat 
vice-president ij a special course of grat- 
ification to tbe officials of the Guatemal- 
an legation here and to some extent alle- 
viates tbe shock with which they recsived 
the news of tbe tragedy. 


The late president and Che Guatemalan 


minister to Washington, Senor Lizo- 
Arriaga, were close persona] friends and 
the death ot the president comes as a 
personal bereavement to the minister. 


Seoor Arriaga today aaid that J'rea:- 


dent Barrios was a man of wide altain- 
Haente and marked executive ability. He 
was only 42 years old. The six years' 
term ot service for which he was elected 
terminates March 15 neit, but Ihe na- 
tional congressional assembly hid (i- 
tendfd thia term for a further fuuryeHra. 


Tbe new president, Mr. Cabrera, is a 


man of prominence in Guatemala and is 
one of two chupen bv the congress to Mil 
the presidency io ease of ti 
vacancy.

termined to act as an intermediary 
in the matter of settling fire lottes, 
depending on a percentage fee for 
his trouble 


Other men entered the field from
